Like to do What We Ought. 
Not merely those casc-lovIng, excltfi. 
ment-craving faculties which are 
styled "uur lower nature" are to uu

1e ^slII^ iiiri^L^ktju lui' ^LiBiug seii in 
Christ. The temptations to miss sight 
of God aud to loosen our ncrsonal boM 
on Hiu in our eagerness to do His 
work are as real aa, put Into blunt 
Qngllsh, they are absurd. Some of ns, 
notwithstanding, the absurdity, Epend, 
in planning how to get other people to. 
pray, time which might better he spent 
In praying. The rule we have heard 
laid down, "Kockon yourself safe so 
long as voii wish to nray/' is not one 
ot God 'a rules!" "Praying always" is,

yuu. il Luther's rule of three hours'

He wag 
herded with criminals ot the deepest 
dye, one of them being under seut- 
enee of death. Pollution, nhyalcniiy 
and morally, waa around him ; eur„ 
lug, swearing, and scoffing were the 
natural expressions ot bis depraved 
fellow^. He -who had thundered 
against hypocTltes felt at a loss how 
io preach to the depraved ahfl opu" 
sinners. But be folt that he must 
give expression to hia inward con 
victims, and protest against sin in some 
manner. So, with a piece of charred 
atlek, he sketebed upon the grimy 
prison wall a picture of Jesus lu mo 
arms ot His mother, Hia notle and 
deeply-spiritual yearning found a mate 
In his skill, and hia sketch was one 
of marvelous beauty.

had !t drawn Into Rome In triumph 



by an elephant, and placed In the 
Capitol ; but the war was not ended, 
for Frledrlch required the Lombards 
to Bubniit without making any terms, 
and they chose rather to defend them- 
selves from city to city. 

They knew that the wishes ot th-; 
Pope were for them, and the Pope wan 
displeassd at Konrad, the be?r cf 
Sicily, being made King of the Ro- 
mans, so that tha aouthern kingdom 
would be Joinpd to the Empire, con- 
trnry to the Emperoi-'s promise.

Writing obout the audden promotion 
to Glorv of Ensign Parker, Captain 
Thompson, who nursed him during the 
rirat days of his Illness, writes :

^orty Scientific Arguments Agalnat 
the Alcoholic Habit 

£. Alcohol is a Poison to Plants. — 
Vital properties are pretty muth Ihu 
Buroe In a genei'al way, whether man' 
Ifested by a muRhroom or a man ; 
and any substance which will destroy 
the lite of plant Is r.ot Hkoly to be 
wholesome for human belnga. It a 
plant be watered with a solution of 
alcohol, its leaves ^oon wither, turn 
yvsllow, and the plant dies, even when 
the proportion of alcohol Is so small 
as one part In one thousand parts of 
water. 

G. Alcohol is a Poison to Animals. — 
A tadpole dropped Into a vessel con- 
taining alcohol dlee In a minute. 
Leeches, and other small animals, suc- 
cumb In like manner. Some time ago 
tte writer tried nn experiment with 
small minnows, the following deserip- 
tion of which Is quoted from a lec- 
ture : 

"T mndo an esncrlcipnt the other 
day with some mluuowE. First 1 put 
1 minnow into a glass containing two 
teaspoQEtnls of alcohol tn a half pint 
of v.'ater. In five seconds It turned 
over on its back. In ten aecoude it 
began to float toward the top, and In 
sixty seconds It was dead. I thoueht 
If I dropped another Into a glass of 
pure alcohol iL would die at uuce. 1 
tried it, and the minnow lived tor 
three minutes. Then I put a minnow 
on the table, and it lived lor six or 
Bpvpn tnlnute.o. I dstermlncd that tli« 
reason for this curious result was 
that when the ■niiuiiow was put on the 
tJihle It simply died of suffocation, 
[n the first case, where the fluid was 
about the strength of smuU beer, the 
. minnow became saturated with the 
. alcohol Inside as well as outside, by 
.tak'rg It in through the gill.^:, and thus 
dlHd t alcoholic poisoning. In the 






second case, the ellls closed firmly 
OB soon as the minnow was dropped 
Into the alcohol, and It died becaus-i 
!t cQuld not breathe, just as the oLhcr 
one died when laid ou the table. This 
might be taken to show that, !n tho 
case of the minnow, at least, moderate 
drinking Is more fatal to loiigovHy 
than hard drinhing." 

A New York Journal reports a series 
of experiments by a French Dhyslelan, 
on the Inlluence of alcoholic liquors 
on fowls, as follows : 

"He administered to them brandy 
uuii absinthe, and found one and all 
to take Eo kindly to their unwonted 
Btimulants that he was forced to limit 
each bird to a dally allowance of six 
cubic eentlmeters of spirits, or twelve 
of wine. There was a rapid and gen- 
eral loss of flesh. The experiments 
wel'o continued until it appeared that 
tv.'o months' Rbslnthe drinking suillceil 
to kill the strongest fowl, while the 
brandy drinkers lived four months and 
a-half, and the wine bibbers held on 
for ten months before they died the 
drunkard's death." 

The eminent Dr. Dujardln Beaii- 
metz, uf Paris, has been engaged for 
some years in conducting experiments 
on the eKuct ot aleoiicl on various 
anlniBle. chiefly pigs, and Buds It to 
be uniformly that of a. poison. 

A brilliant writer wittily says, "If 
lower animals were addicted to the 
drug to one-tenlb the degree man is. 
In a short time there would not n- 
main upon the face of the earth an 
animal which would be tamable, work- 
able, or eatthle." 

7. Alcohol is a Poison to Human 
Beings. — Notwithstanding the appar- 
ent Impunity with which diluted al- 
cuhol, ill Ihti loriii uf variouR liquors, 
may be taken, pure alcohol Is rapidly 
and eertaliily fatal when taken Into 
the stomach without dilution. Case^ 
of instant Jeath from drinking a con- 
siderable quantity of strong Ilauur 
have often been recorded ; and num- 
erous cases of deatj from this cause 
arc ccnstaritiy uocurring In every 
large city. As we shall show here- 



after, alcohol In every form la still p. 
poison, the rapidity of its effects be- 
largely determined by the degree of 
dilution In which it is introduced into 
the system. 

S. Alcohol Is a Destructive Agent. 
— Aside from Its poisonous character, 
using the word in the ordinary sense, 
alcohol Is a deatrubtlve agent. When 
pure, it possesses, properties closely 
allied to those of 'oaustie, and when 
taken Into the inouth occaElons an 
liiU-iiBU burning. Appilod closely to 
the shin, It speedily destroys ii. This 
Is exactly what would he expeoted ot 
any chemical agent nosaesslug such 
active properties. 

9. Alcohol is an Irritant. — The ir- 
ritating effects of alcohol are readily 
observed by plnrlng ^ drop upon a 
raw surface, or in contact with soma 
sensitive organ, as the eye. Even a 
very dilute Bolutibn will produce in- 
tense inllammatlou, Still more pro- 
found, though for the time less sen- 
sibly Irritating, effects are produced 
when the alcohol Is absorbed into the 
system and comes In immediate con- 
tact Willi the delicate internal struc- 
tures of the body.
